know that the city of Antioch in Syria 
was named in honor of the tyrant king 
Antiochus; the arch-enemy of the Mac- 
cabean Jews.

Imdpartlyon tberugged ascent tofcf ^ 
Mount Casslu»V amid vineyards ami ' 
[fruit trees. The ancients ' called it An- 
ftiqch the Beadtiful and The Crown of 
the East. It was a favorite residence 
of the Seleucid princes and of the weal- 
thy Romans,* and was famed through- 
out the world for its splendid luxury. 
;.Its .public; edifices . were magnificent. 
The city reached its greatest glory in 
the time of Antiochus the Great, and 
under the Roman emperors of the first 
three centuries. At* that time it con- 
tained-500,000 inhabitants, and- vied in 
splendor with Rome itself. Nor did its 
glory fade immediately after the* found- 
ing of Constantinople;' for though it 
then ceased to be the first city of trie 
eaat, it rose into new "dignity .as a 
Christian city. It was one of. the earl- 
iest strongholds of the new faith— in- 
deed, it was here that the name 'Chris-

Antioch, Florida, is locirted in Hills- 
borough County, nineteen miles north- 
east of Tampa. It.waB founded in 1892. 
The country tributary is. mostly given 
over to agriculture, field crops of all 
kinds being raised, as well as oranges 
and strawberries. 
Antioch, Georgia, has a population of 
ght hundred, it is situated in Troup 
nty, and farming is the chief Indus-! 





tian'.was first used. During the apos- 
tolicage it waB the center of mission- 
ary /enterprise, and it became^ the seat 
of one of the four patriarchs. Teh 
councils were held here from 252 to 
880 B.C. 

Churcjies sprang; up exhibiting a new 
style of archltecuture which soon - be- 
came prevalent; and even Constantlne 
spent a considerable time here, adorn- 
ing it, and strengthening its harbor, 
Seleucia. 

The downfall of the city dates from 
the fifth cepturv. In 538 it was reduc- 
ed to ashes by the Persian king Ohos* 
roes, but waspartially rebuiit'by Jus- 
tinian. The next important even In its 
history was its conquest by the Sara-' 
•cens in the jeve/Uh century. In the 
ninth century it was" recovered by the 
GreekB under NicephoruB Phocus, but 
in 1084 it again fell Into the hands of 
the Mohammedans. The Crusaders be- 
selged it in 1098. At the close of the 
thirteenth century, the Sultan of 
Egypt seized it. 

At present Antioch forms a portion 
of Syria, in the province of Aleppo, and 
has a population of about 28,000, mostly 
turks employed In silk*culture, eel-fish- 
ing, and in the production of corn and 
oil. It exhibits almost no traces of its 
former grandeur, except' the ruins of 
the walls built by Justinian and of the 
fortress erected by' the Crusaders.

Antioch, Oklahoma, was founded in 
1898, the population la now aboutlOO. 
A big oil excitement recently developed 
there and the promise is that this little 
village will soon form a prominent spot 
on the map. l 

Antioch, Tenness-e, dates Its history 
from the year of 1860. Its first name 
was Oney ville, • which was soqn changed 
to Antioch. It has a population of ap- 
proximately 400. 

Antioch; Virginia, was founded in 
1858, the population is about 20. "The 
chief enterprise is a cannery. There is 
a general store, a school,; a church and 
a postofilce. 

Antioch, West Virginia, was founded 
in 1880.

Every progressive Lake county farm- 
er should have_some kindof system by 
vj'hich he could determine just what 
each department of l»V farm 'business 
was doing. Then there would be no 
•complaint regarding the actual net re-. 
turnB for the year.' 

If farm accounts are kept, the farmer 
also has. exact data at hand for making 
his income:taxreturriB. 
.In order to determine wha^ the farm 
is actually doing, for a year we need to 
know three things— the inventory at the 
beginning andthe end of the year, the 
total. farm expenses. If this is known, 
we are in a position to determine' both 
the profitable ana* unprofitable sides of 
our farm business. 

Keeping farm accounts is a simple 
affair If the right system is used. The 
University of Illinois has published a 
hook ior this purpose which can be se- 
cured from our office for tbe ; cost price 
of 15 cents or. the same book can be pro- 
cured from your local banker. 

Keeping records does not require 
much time. On many farms of the 
county these books are kept by the 
housewife or older boys.andgirlB. .This 
is one way of getting, the young people 
interested in the farm.

Our records for the last year show 
that one farmer on a small, farm made 
16 percent on his investment, another 
made 17 percent on a 100 acre~farm; a 
renter made 22 per cent on an invest- 
ment of $7,000. But these are excep- 
tional cases and not what the "average 
farmer i'b doing. ' 

Would you do business with a bank 
tljat guessed about resources? Every 
good biisineBS man in town keeps rec- 
oreB,-so why not the Lake County farmr 
er; whose everage capital invested.is 
over $15,000 dollars. A' business ' rec- 
ord is better than trusting to memory. 
Futurefprices for farm products should 
be based upon production costs butif 
we have no records available, farmers 
wHI continue to "holdthe bag" and hot 
get their legitimate dues. 

We. will soon have 2,000 cows on test 
in Lake county, so milk production 
.costs -will not be so hard to determtne. 
But* how about our farm work as a 
whole?, We must know other, farm 
costs, and present these figures M*n an 
organized way if we are to meet the 
demands of organized capital that we 
have cheaper foods. 

Keeping. farm accounts will helpmeet 
the situation. .

Obituary of A Former 

Well Known Resident 

The following obituary was clipped^ 
from the Sharon Reporter and is here* v 
reprinted; on account of the deceased. "V 
Mrs. Chss. MunBon, having ^been in-* 
timately acquainted with so. many of 
our readers, prior to her removal from 
this locality: 

Helen Rector Munson was.oneof the 
several children of Henry and Nancy 
Rector,* whose early home was in 
Bridgeport, h. Y. The family came 
west, in 1837 and settled in Chicago. 
There the father worked at his trade as 
shipbuilder. Some years, after, they 
came to Wisconsin and took up land in 
Kenosha county, near the present vil- 
lage of Salem. 

Here their daughter Helen was born, . 
JUly 30th, 1851, Here she grew; in 
womanhood was educated in the public 
schools and on February 2d, 1873, was 
united in marriage with Charles H.

Mrs.-; Maud Stocking of Chicago; MisB 
Mabel -Munson, of Sharon; Mrs.; Ch'as 
Hamlin of Harvard, HI., and one grand- 
son, Claud Hamlin, who together with, 
other relatives ond friends remain to 
mourn her loss. 

Mrs. Munson was one of a large num- 
ber of persons who united with the 
Congregational' church under the pas- 
torate of the Rev. Millard of Sharon, 
for several years she was chosen su- 
perintendent of the.Sunday School, and 
was an officer in the'ehurcb. In later 
years she has attended the .Methodist 
church. 

She was an esteemed member of the 
Easter Star and for two years, matron, 
of that organization. She was also, 
for a time, a membefof the Woman's 
Club of Sharon. 

She was universally respected and 
beloved by those who knew her. Pos- 
sessing a firm confidence in Christ, she 
incarnated many of those rare virtues ; 
which emenatea from Him. Gentle and; 
tender jn spirit, she was also loyal ti 
every principle of. righteousness. She. 
possessed a rare . sense of the beautiful 
which manifested itself in the^delicate 
touches of her home.

The American boys in .thf. American 
Expeditionary Forces are publishing a 
paper in France called the Stars and 
Stripes. Cljpped from thU publication 
is the following article which tells of 
the activities of the First Division of 
the A. E. F., in which two Lake Villa 
boys ara serving.

The agreement prolongs the nrmls- 
tlce Indefinitely, but gives the allies 
the tight to break off the truce at 
three days 1 notice If Germany does not 
religiously live up both to the spirit 
and t!;e letter of the terms as laid 
down by Fdch. 

Dispatches from Germany show the 
Treves . conference Was the occasion 
for a considerable revival of the old 
Prussian swashbuckling spirit. Im- 
potent ns they are, the Militarists' -had 
begun again to talk of- the "shining 
sword" and the."wrath of the German

Hlndenburg,.' still the commanding 
figure In the "fatherland" from the mil-. 
Itnry standpoint, Is curbed by the new 
.agreement, for It stipulates that the 
offensive against the Poles must, be dis- 
continued forthwith.- It Is also under- 
stood to contain demands for Ger- 
man' evncuatlon of territories claimed 
by the Poles. 

The following dispatch from Wei- 
mar gives the German account of tho 
signing of the armistice renewal : 

"The government Instructed Herr 
Erzberger to sign .the armistice, but 
before doing so to hand to Marshal 
Foch a written statement declaring 
i that the German government was 
•uware of the serious consequences In- 
volved In either signing or rejecting 
the agreement. 

"Instructing; its delegates to sign. It 

does so with the conviction that the 

allied and associated governments are 

endeavoring to restore peace to the 

world. . 

"The German government Is obliged 
to define its standpoint toward three 
articles: 

"1. The agreement entirely Ignores 
the German government, which has 
arisen In im orderly manner from the 
will of the people.' It Imposes In the 
form of curt orders provisions for the 
evacuation In favor of the Insurgent 
Poles a number of Important places, 
Including Blrnbaum and Bentsehen. , 

"Although we are ready to cease all 
military aggressive action' In Posen 
and other regions, we must expect the 
Poles to respect tlie line of demarca- 
tion; otherwlr.e we must be authorized 
to defend ourselves by force. 

"2. Germany promises to 'carry but 
those armistice terms which she hith- 
erto had not succeeded In doing, but 
she ventures to assume that her obli- 
gations will not be Interpreted In a 
, manner incompatible .with; President 
•Wilson's principles. We must 'wait and 
see whether we are in a position fully 
to follow the contemplated Instruc- 
tions- of the* allied supreme com- 
mand. • 

'.'3. Objection Is raised to'the point 
' In the. agreement giving only threo 
days' notice for Its denunciation.".

Fierce was the, fighting on Arbehr's 
plain, and vain the onsets of the Mace- 
donians- until the Persian guard gave 
way — and night saw tlie Persian em- 
pire' In the young Invader's hands. 

Spain's resistless Infantry shook the 
earth till the Spanish guard \Vas mown 
down by Conde at Rncroy. •• 

At Austerlltz the Russian ranks held 
fast: till the czar's gigantic guards were 
cut through and scattered. And the 
soldiers' at Waterloo, outflanked, out- 
numbered, would not yield .till t^ie* 
gunrd gave, back upon the fatal slope 
of Mont St Jean.' So weot the story 
throngh the ages—and the lasr chap- 
ter of Imperial guards and guardsmen's- 
glory' Is a, fitting epilogue. 

Down through the ravaged fields of 
France came the Imperial guard of 
Prussia, and the wearied, wornout 
men of France gave ground In grim 
despair. The guard was coming. The 
guard was conquering^ Paris In n few 
more hours, and victory— a Prussian 
p^ace. won by William's matchless 
guards. 

Then, across the wheat fields and 
hills, came tlie American marines — 
young fighting devlldogs from overseas. 
What to them was the glory of the 
guard? What cared they for tho tall. 
Imposing figures, the uniforms, the mn- 
cnlnellke advance of Wllllam!s Incom- 
parables? The American marines went 
Into a Rheepfold— and the fate of all 
the world hung In the trembling bal- 
ance as the struggle raged. 

"We saw a few black dots breoj? 
from the guard and struggle down the 
hill; then a dark blot on the hillside: 
then the guard reeled and -lis whole 
great mass came staggering down. All 
Is lost— tho gunrd recoils." So' spoke 
the historians' who watched at Water- 
loo. 

First 
a few gray dots broke from the far 
side of the wood; then more and more; 
then, panic stricken, reeling, whipped. 
Tmr-Vnissjon^ guard came madly out 
and onward" anti^wijvK The guard re- 
coiled — the day was 1olft :: ^Gormany 
was lost — tho empire of the world was 
lost. 

When- the gunrd breaks, the doom 
of any.klng Is sealed. It was' so thret 
thousand years ago. and whny may be 
the inst tale, of the wreckage of an* 
Imperial gunrd Is but the final confir- 
mation of the old, old story. 



• In French and In English. 
An amusing verbal war has arisen 
over the propriety, meaning and ex- 
tent of the French phrase "mon DieufV 
No two Interpreters appear to he able 
to agree.' The phrrise In English would 
op' "my God I" but .the shades of asso-' 
elation connected with the French 
form and with the English form differ 
so broadly that exactly equivalent ex- 
pressions and usages of the phrase are 
difficult to reach. In French It may 
he nrt Innocent exclamation, hut In 
English-speaking lands It may be "flat. 
blasphemy. The variance seems to 
spring from the -varying rol Iglnus ^ex- 
periences of 'France mid England 
after the Protestant reformation, in 
medieval Europe the presence and ac- 
tion of God In the religions ploys hab- 
ituated the populace to speak of him 
quite familiarly, and the sense of rev- 
erence for his name grew faint. In 
England, however, on account of the 
Influence of Puritanism ami then of 
Methodism, a great reverence for his 
name arose, and use ofthe term **my 
God I" became distasteful to flue na- 
tures. But "mon Dleul" somehow 
sounds Inoffensive. — Spokane Spokes- 
man Review.

Glorious Opportunities for tho Stock 

Raiser, the Wheat Grower, and the 

Mixed Farmer— Its Fields to 

Feed the World. 

Before there were any cattle In 
Alberta, or it was known that . It-': was 
possible to feed them outside all the 
ypar round, tlie Indian hunters could 
always {find the buffalo during the 
winter months pasturing In the foot- 
hills. In the summer the herds wan- 
dered on the plains and fed on the 
prairie grasses. The plains have since 
become grain fields, but tho foothill 
district extending north from the In- 
ternational boundary for a thousand 
miles will..always be a nnturifl feeding, 
ground for live stock. In the southern 
part. of Alberto the altitude Is greater 
than In the more northerly districts, 
but while the herds in the south have 
winder tracts of treeless "pasturage, In 
the north from Ited.Deer on Into the 
Pence river country, there are more 
trees, a richer vegetation and more 
natural shelter. 

Those who " have been advocating 
stock raising and mixed ^farming for 
the past few years point to the number 
of hogs marketed as an evidence of the 
Increased, production of the Western 
Provinces. They may also take credit 
for tlie Increase In cattle and sheep, 
which Is very great, but perhaps not 
so marked as what has been accom- 
plished In hog raising. For the first 
six months alone last year about half 
a million hogs were shipped frdmi 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Albertn. 
A very conservative estimate value of 
these animals to the farmer would be 
$25.00 a head. £ 

The Canadian West Is fast forging to 
the front of the wheat-producing coun- 
tries of the world, and "No. 1 hard" 
Is without doubt the best w>ent In the 
market today. When It is considered 
that the three hundred and forty-three 
million four-hundred and seventy-three 
thousand bushel crop of 1015 was from 
only eleven million acres of her hun- 
dreds of millions of acres, it gives an 
Idea of what her future will be. 

,It Is felt, however, that on account 
of the great money there will un- 
doubtedly be In growing wheat during 
the next few years there Is a possibil- 
ity that farmers may be tempted to 
drop the growing of coarser grains, 
which might result In less stock being 
raised. Every effort Is being made by 
the Agricultural Departments of the 
various' Provinces to Impress on tho 
farmers that forage crops and coarse 
feed In abundance mean production of 
flesh and milk, and that In the long 
run the great" future of the Western 
Provinces lies In mixed farming which 
will .found her prosperity on a 'more 
endut.i .i basis. 

Mixed farming has always been the 
rule In the Eastern Provinces where the v 
formation of the land Invites variety 
of crop, but It hns not been ns common 
In the Western Provinces, though the- 
practice has grown In recent yonrs^ 
Hitherto the man mining wheat from 
the rich soil has purchased most of his 
household food and necessities, his 
energies belrtg devoted to getting every 
possible bushel of grain out of every 
foot of his land, and lie has paid prices 
for .his. supplies that have. made. a hlg: 
dent In his profits. It bns now dawned 
on hhn that he can raise vegetables 
and poultry, and supply his own table; 
that with veryllttlc effort he can. raise 
a lot of garden produce and In a very 
simple manner solve' his own' problem 
of -the. cost, of living. • Further, that 
there Is an Increasing market for do- 
mestic necessities : such as poultry, 
eggs; .butter, milk* and- cheese* .which 
command very high prices, and that 
there . are other- roads to prosperity 
besides that through the wheal llebh 

In .1910 Cunadu ' Imported 7.1)S9,200 
pounds of butter, .most of it from as- 
far away ns New Zealand,. and for tlie 
first time. in' 00 years failed to. ship 
butter to England, a condition due to 
the home consumption, which Is estlr 
mntcd to be Increasing nt the rate of 
$3,00G\000 worth a year, being great- 
ly In excess of the increased supply. 
This condition has brought about- a 
change In fnrmlng methods that Is far- 
reaching, and will, result In grentlyln- 
creased production all round of the 
necessities demanded by . the home 
market. 1 . 

Natural Resources. 
. One- of the most Important consider- 
ations to the. farmer Is fuel. In north- 
ern Manitoba, Saskatchewan and^AI- 
[ berta, where portions of the country 
nre weir wooded, the settler has little 
dllllculty in getting nil tho wood, he 
requires tiV.d thousands of men find 
employment in the winter cutting 
wood, which Is shipped all over the- 
pralrle portions of the provinces. 
There Is an abundance of conl 
throughout the country. Tt Is estimat- 
ed that the coal deposits In Albertn. 
cover oyer 81,000 square miles and 
represent an available tonnage of over 
ten hundred thousand million tons, 
while those In Saskatchewan cover ah 
area of 13.000 miles, containing over 
69,000,000 tons; In Manitoba tlie coal 
reserve Is not as large, but even there 
10^,000,000 tons Is. considered n conser- 
vative estimate. .At the present. time 
these deposits are only worked to n 
small extent, but there Is no doubt that 
they will be n great fenture In" upbuild- 
ing the country and will exercise a 
•powerful Influence on Its commerce. 

It is a common thing, In 'the coal dis- 
tricts for farmers to gel their coal 
supply off their own farm. Near Ed- 
montorirfor example, tlie farmers not 
only supply themselves, but they car- 
ry coal to the city market and find It 
a considerable source of revenue in 



the winter time. The Edmonton coal 
fields.under and around the city have 
an estimated content of sixty thousand 
million tons. Farmers sell the coal 
at $4 a ton for domestic' use. 

The pioneer ,of Western Canada^ 
knew little of. the enjoyments of lifer 
compared with the farmer In that 
country today. The continual extcnv 
sion of railway lines affords facilities 
undreamed of a few years ago, closing 
up the' gaps' of communication, creat- 
ing Immense business for the East In 
the West and the West In the East, 
and drawing. iho; farmer all the time 
nearer to the zones of commerce; In 
creating wider -markets tlie railways 
are doing more than any other agency 
can do for Western Canada" and fhe 
country .as a whole. The products of 
the farms, which are now readily mar- 
keted, and' the vast train- of employ- 
ment tlint follovvs the enlargement of 
the farming Industry, Is creating new 
agricultural centers and causing towns- 
and cities- of ^importance to grow all 
nlong Its linos. 

An admirable system of agricultur- 
al instruction has been developed 
through Jhe efforts of the Dominion 
government and the various provin- 
cial Departments of Agriculture. This 
forms nart of the educational system 
of Western Canada and is doing much' 
for oil branches of agriculture. Ex- 
perimental farms have been estab- 
lished at various points In the prov- 
inces, which have done wonders In de- 
veloping. Improved methods of farm- 
ing. 

The result has been a great awaken- 
ing to tho necessity of better methods 
of tillage, scientific stock raising and 
dairying; Farmers \nre beglanlng to 
realize that to get what they are en- 
titled to out of the Innd, they must 
adopt scientific methods, and as a re- 
sult, careful seed selection, proper ro- 
tation and summer fallow Is the order 
of the day. Under tlie favorable con- 
ditions generally anticipated/ prospects 
point to an nil round Increase in pro- 
duction tlint will leave a great deal 
of money In the hands of the western 
farmer this year, . and prosperity for 
Western Canada ns a whole. It will be 
years before Europe will make up ar- 
rears in . agricultural production, 
caused by the enforced Idleness and 




wholesale destruction, and Western 
Canada will play a big part In filling 
the void. 

The result of the continued shortage 
In cattle, the future price of beef opd 
the solution of the perplexing problem 
of feeding tlie world are vital ques- 
tions uppermost In the minds of' many 
thinking people today. 

There Is no doubt that the wide 
acres of Western Canada can, and will, 
be made to play an important part In 
bringing about a proper balance In 
supply mid demand. In the northern 
parts. of Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
and in AJIberta are many thousands 
Of acres of the richest pasture In the 
world, well watered and treated by the 
sunniest of climates. These rolling 
hills for the greuter part are still un- 
peopled and untrodden by the hoofs" 
of domestic animals. 

One of the causes assigned for the 
decline In stock-raising Is the reduc- 
tion In the areas available for grazing 
on account of so many big ranches be- 
ing, converted Into farms. Experi- 
ments, conducted nt- Vermilion,' Al- 
berto, would rather. g6 to show that 
the old grazing grotinds were too large, 
and that the feeding Is really better 
when, the animal is confined to a com- 
paratively limited area, providing the 
pasturage Is of the right kind and 
there Is plenty of water. — Advertise-;'

lumbia university, says: 

There never • has been a scientific 
census of Liberia, but the population 
is estimated at from 2,000,000 to 3,000.- 
000, and not more than 15,000 are 
Amerlco-Liberiuns, the descendants of 
liberated slaves*. The remainder be- 
long to tribes which speak four, differ- i 
ent languages and offer only nominal 
submission to the government. The 
Krus elect their kings by the selection 
or the most available man of the royal 
house. In the Jarroway tribe the king 
is \\vl absolute: monarch for the reign 
©f six years, and is then put to death. 
Other tribes also follow different cus-. 

torus. ' * 

The tribes do not acknowledge, the 
government of Monrovia, because they 
feel that it does not protect them. By 
treaty the United States government 
is: required to help the Amerlco-Libe- 
rians against the tribes, and in 1012 
this country helped put down .a rebel- 
lioa of the Krus.

With- 
out this Increase the shipping program 
arranged by Mr. Hoover regarding an- 
imal food products would huye been 
impossible. t 

The dressed hog^products during the 
three months ending September 30, 
1917, amounted to. 003,172,000 .pounds, 
while for the corresponding .montliB of. 
1018 the dressed hog products totaled 
1,277,580,000, an Increase of over 374,- 
000,000 pounds fpr the quarter. 

During the same period for. 1017 the. 
records of inspected slaughter of 
dressed beef showed 1,263,000,000 
pounds as against 1,454,000,000 pounds 
'for the three month period ending 
September 1, this year.

ANARCHISTS IN RUSSIA SUP- 
PORTED BY NEW YORK JEW8. 



Man Who Was In Russia From 1907 

Until Last October Tells Senato 

Committee of Conditions. 

Washington, Feb. 17— Success of the 
anarchist movement In Russia was at- 
tributed to aid from the lower East 
side of New York by Rev. G. A. 
Simons, former head of the Methodist 
Eplscopnl church In Russia; testifying 
n't the senate Judiciary subcommittee's 
Inquiry Into lawless agitation in the 
United States. 

The witness nlso said the predomi- 
nating Influence on -anarchist propa- 
ganda hero was tho Yiddish element 
of the East side. He explained that 
ho was not In sympathy with antl* 
Semitic movements, aridithat in stal- 
ing his views he meant* to cast no re- 
flection upon Jewish people in gen- 
eral. 

■ Referring to anarchists, Doctor Si- 
mons said: 

" "I have a firm conviction that this 
agitation Is Yiddish and that one of 
its bases Is In the lower East side of 
Now York. I don't think tho an- 
archistic movement In Russia' would 
have been a success except for the sup-* 
port It got In New York on the East 
side." 

Doctor, Slmons.snld ho now was hay- 
ing Investigated n . report coming to 
him on apparently good authority that 
tho governing- committee of the north- 
ern commune In Petrogrnd In Decem- 
ber, 1018, contained only 10 true Rus- 
sians, 2G5 persons from Now York nnd 
one American negro calling himself 
Professor Gordon. 

Discussing anarchist propaganda 
In the United States, Doctor Simons 
said.' he frequently visited tho Rand 
school of social science in New York 
to buy Its llterafesr*, which he de- 
scribed as "some of tlso most seditious 
stuff I have ever found." 'He added 
that 10 out of 20 persons at this school 
were 'Jews.

London, Feb. 14.— If troops nro to 
be sent Into Russia, who shall send 
them? Premier Lloyd, George on 
Wednesday, In another speech In the 
house of commons on the general peace 
situation, asked tho foregoing ques-. 
tlon. America, -he said, would send 
neither men, -money nor material, nnd 
tho work— if determined on— would 
fnll upon the British and the French. 

[Mr. T.loyd George In, tills referred 
to real and effcctlvo intervention, dis- 
regarding the small allied forces now 
In Russia.] 

Mr. Lloyd George said that repara- 
tion by Germany was tho election 
pledge given by the government after 
careful consideration by the cabinet. 

The grave dlfllcifttles over Russln 
found no solution hi Mr. Lloyd George's 
speech. 

He declared there had never been 
any proposal advanced at the peace 
conference to recognize the anarch- 
ists. Russia, ho said, was easy, to 
dogmatize about but 'difficult to deal 
with. Ho admitted that 'the horrors 
of anarchism were so great that there 
was a sense of disgust when It camo 
to dealing with its lenders. 

The anarchists, the premier con- 
tinued, were nssasslns, guilty of tho 
crimes laid to their charge. The' al- 
lies had given the nntlannrchlst gov-' 
ernment financial support and assist- 
ance. Much of their equipment had 
been supplied by the allies, who were 
anxious to keep the rich territories of 
Russia out of German hands. 

The anarch 1st machinery In Russln, 
he said, Is' ruthless and brutal, but 
there Is no doubt about Its efficiency, 
and it Is tho only machinery there. 

TAX BILL WAITS FOR WILSON 

Final Legislative Action Taken on 

Measure Levying $6,000,000,000 

In Taxes. 

Washington, Feb. 14.— Final legis- 
lative action on the war revenue bill 
levying six billions In taxes this year 
and four billions yearly thereof ter un- 
til revised was; taken by the senate. 
Without a record vote and with but 
a few scattering . "noes," the confer- 
ence agreement on the measure was 
adopted as approved last Saturday by 
the house. 

After the bill Is signed by Vtce 
President Marshall and Speaker Clark, 
It N will he sent to the White -House 
for approval by President Wilson. 

Formal approval of the bill by the 
president Is regarded as assured, and 
treasury officials already have laid 
plans for collection of taxes based 
upon the rates.
